centage of alcohol, also the quantity 
of any morphine, opium, cocaine, her 
oin, alpha or bela eucalne, chloro­ 
form, cannabis Indira, chloral hydrate, 
acetanilid or any of their derivatives, 
except when they ure sold on prescrip 
tion. 
Enforcem ent of the act is in the 
hands of the state hoard of pharm acy, 
and fines for violation ure to go into 
a fund to pay the expense of enforce 
m enu 
Fines for u first offense are not 
to *-xi eed $‘0 , and for subsequent at- 
fcn cs, not to exceed HOO. 
The act prohibits 
m anufacture 
or 
sale of uny drug that is adulterated, 
mislabeled or misbranded. 
It fixes the 
United States Pharm acopeia 
or

tl anal formulary as Hie standard for 
purity of drugs, hut drugs not up to 
that standard may be sold if their 
quality i s plainly stated on the pack 
age.

TONNAGE TAX DISAPPOINTING 


The so-called tonnage tax on iron 
ore doesn't seem to work out Just us 
its supporters expected. 
When flit* 
law imposing tile tax was enacted by 
the recent legislature it was claimed 
to be 
good 
for 
$4,000,000 revenue 
yearly but a recent investigation by 
the tax committee indicates I hut the 
yield of the tax for 1021 probably will 
not exceed $1,000,000. 
It is explained 
that Hie sudden cessation of mining 
activities, due to the industrial de­ 
pression, and corresponding fulling off 
in the net profits of tile business on 
which the tax is levied, has caused tile 
slump in the revenue estimate^. 
The original tonnage or occupation 
tax estimate was based on a period of 
normal production, about 40,000,000 
lous annually. 
It is stated that this 
year the output will not exceed 15,- 
000,000 tons, tin* lowest for years, ami 
us a result, it appears that the state's 
new tax has not been inaugurated un­ 
der very auspicious circumstances.
